ARMY AND NAVY 
Fo r sev eral y ears we hav e been

The arm y is a gu arantee of th e se 
cu rity of o u r citizens at ho m e; the 
nav y ls a gu arantee of the secu rity 
of o u r citizens abroad.

ened ra th e r than weakened. 
Addi 
tio nal planes are needed fo r the 
army , and additio nal su bm arines 
fo r the nav y .

Another problem of allied char­

ties. 
RAILROADS 
Criticism of the railro ad law has 
been directed, first, to the section 
lay ing down the ru le 
by 
which 
rates are fixed, and prov iding for 
pay m ent to the G ov ernm ent 
and 
u se of excess earnings; seco nd,to 
the m ethod for the adju stm ent of 
wage scales; and third, to the au ­ 
tho rity perm itting consolidations. 
It has been erro neo u sly assu med 
th a t the act u ndertakes to 
gu ar­ 
antee railro ad earnings. The law 
requ ires th a t rates shou ld be ju st 
and reaso nable. 
T hat has alway s 
been the ru le u nder which 
rates 
hav e been fixed. To make a rate 
th at does no t y ield a fair retu rn 
resu lts in confiscation, and 
con­ 
fiscato ry rates are of cou rse u ncon­ 
stitu tio nal. U nless the Gov ernment 
adheres to the ru le of 
m aking 
rate th at will y ield a fair retu rn, 
it m u st abando n rate m aking alto­ 
gether. The new and 
im po rtant 
featu re of th a t part of the law 
is the recaptu re and redistribu tio n 
of excess rates. The co nstitu tio nal­ 
ity of this method is 
now 
before 
the Su prem e Cou rt fo r 
adju dica­ 
tion. T heir 
decision 
shou ld 
be 
aw aited before attem pting fu rther 
legislation on this su bject. F u rth er­ 
more, the im po rtance of this feat­ 
u re will no t be great if consolida­ 
tion goes into effect. 
The settlem ent of railro ad labor 
dispu tes is a m atter of grav e pu b­ 
lic concern. The Labor Board was 
established to pro tect the pu blic 
in the enjo y m ent 
of 
continu ou s 
serv ice by attem pting to insu re ju s 
tice betw een the com panies 
and 
th eir em ploy ees. It has 
been 
a 
great help, bu t is no t alto gether 
satisfacto ry to the pu blic, the em­ 
ploy ees, o r the com panies. 
If 
su bstantial 
agreem ent 
can 
be 
reached am ong the gro u ps interest­ 
ed, there shou ld be no 
hesitatio n 
in enacting su ch 
agreem ent 
into 
law. If it is no t reached, the Labor 
Board m ay v ery w ell be left for 
the present to pro tect the pu blic 
welfare. 
The law for 
co nso lidatio ns 
is 
not su fficiently effectiv e to be ex­ 
peditions. Additional legislatio n is 
needed giv ing au tho rity fo r v o lu n­ 
tary co nso lidatio n^ bo th regio nal 
and rou te, and prov iding Gov ern­ 
ment machinery to aid and stim u ­ 
late Ru cb action, alw ay s su bject to 
the approv al of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
This shou ld 
au thorize the commission to ap­ 
point committees for each propos­ 
ed grou p, representing the pu blic 


now indispensable in the su ppres 
sion of crime. 
PROHIBITION 
The pro hibitio n am endm ent 
to 
the C o nstitu tio n requ ires the Con 
gress and the P resident to prov ide 
adequ ate laws to prev ent Its v iola­ 
tion. It is my du ty to 
enforce 
su ch laws. Fo r th a t 
pu rpose 
treaty is being 
nego tiated 
with 
G reat B ritain w ith respect to the 
right of search of hov ering v es 
sels. To prev ent 
sm u ggling, 
the 
Coast G u ard shou ld 
be 
greatly 
strengthened, and a su pply of sw ift 
pow er bo ats shou ld be prov ided. 
The m ajo r sou rces of produ ction 
shou ld he rigidly regu lated, 
and 
ev ery effo rt shou ld be 
made 
to 
su ppress inter-state traffic. W ith 
this actio n on the pa rt of the Na­ 
tional G ov ernm ent, and 
the 
co­ 
o peratio n w hich is u su ally render­ 
ed by m u nicipal and State au tho ri­ 
ties, pro hibitio n shou ld be made ef­ 
fectiv e. F ree go v ernm ent has no 
greater m enace than dlsrepect for 
au tho rity and co ntinu al v iolation 
of law. It is the du ty of a citizen 
ro t only to o bserv e the law bu t to 
let it be know n th at he ls opposed 
to its v iolation. 
THE NEGRO 
Nu m bered am ong o u r popu lation 
are some 12,000,000 colored people 
Under o u r C o nstitu tio n th eir rights 
are ju st as sacred as tho se of any 
o ther citizen. It is bo th a pu blic 
and a priv ate du ty to pro tect those 
rights. The Congress o u ght to ex­ 
ercise all its pow ers of prev ention 
and pu nishm ent against the 
hid­ 
eou s crim e of ly nching, of which 
the negro es are by no m eans the 
sole su fferers, bu t fo r which they 
fu rnish a m ajo rity of the v ictims. 
A lready a considerable su m is 
appro priated to giv e the negroes 
v o catio nal training in agricu ltu re. 
Abou t half a million dollars is re­ 
commended fo r medical cou rses at 
Howard U niv ersity to help co ntri­ 
bu te to th e edu catio n of 500 col­ 
ored do cto rs needed 
each 
y ear. 
Ou acco u nt of the 
m igratio n 
of 
large nu m bers into Indu strial cen­ 
ters, it has been proposed th at a 
comm ission be created, composed 
of m em bers from both races, 
to 
fo rm u late a b etter policy for m u t­ 
u al u nderstanding and confidence. 
Su ch an effort is to be commend­ 
ed. Ev ery one wou ld rejo ice ln the 
accom plishm ent 
of 
the 
resu lts 
which it seeks. 
Bu t it is well to 
recognize th a t 
these 
difficu lties 
are to a large extent local prob­ 
lems -which m u st be worked ou t by 
the m u tu al fo rbearance and hu m ­ 
an kindness of each 
commu nity . 
Su ch a method giv es mu ch 
more 
prom ise of a real 
rem edy 
than 
ou tside interference. 
CIVIL SERVICE 
The m aintenance and extension 
of the classified civ il serv ice 
is 
exceedingly im po rtant. 
There are 
nearly 550,000 persons ln the exe­ 
cu tiv e civ il serv ice draw ing abou t 
$700,000,000 of y early 
compensa­ 
tion. Fou r-fifths of these are in the 
classified serv ice. This m ethod of 
selectio n of the employ ees of the 
U nited S tates is especially desir­ 
able for the P o st Office D epart­ 
m ent. The Civ il Serv ice Commis­ 
sion has recom m ended th at 
post­ 
m asters at first., second and third 
class offices be classified. 
Su ch 
action, accom panied by a repeal of 
the fo u r-y ear term of office, wou ld 
u ndou btedly be an Im prov ement 
also recom m end th at the field force 
for pro hibitio n 
enfo rcem ent 
be 
bro u ght w ithin th e classified civ il 
serv ice w itho u t cov ering in 
the 
present m em bership. The best sy s-

Su ch 
reco m m endatio ns 
as 
may 
come from th eir people or their 
go v ernm ents shou ld hav e th e m ost 
co nsiderate attentio n. 
EDUCATION AND WELFARE 
Ou r natio nal go v ernm ent is no t 
doing as m u ch as it legitim ately 
can do to prom ote th e w elfare of 
the people. 
Ou r enorm o u s m ate 
rial w ealth, o u r institu tio ns, o u r 
whole form of society , can no t be 
co nsidered fu SLIy su ccessfu l u ntil 
their benefits reach th e m erit of 
ev ery indiv idu al. 
T his is no t a 
su ggestio n 
th a t the go v ernm ent 
shou ld, o r cou ld, assu m e fo r 
the 
people the inev itable bu rdens of ex­ 
istence. 
T here is no 
m etho d 
by 
which we can either he reliev ed of 
the resu lts of o u r own folly o r be 


ranks of good citizenship. America 
m u st be kept American. 
Fo r this 
pu rpose, it is neqessary to continu e 
a policy of restricted im m igration. 
It wou ld be well to m ake su ch im­ 
m igratio n of a selectiv e natu re with 
some inspectio n at the sou rce, and 
based eith er on a prio r censu s or 
u pon th e record of natu ralizatio n. 
E ither m ethod wou ld insu re the ad­ 
m ission of tho se w ith the largest 
capacity and best intentio n of be­ 
coming citizens. 
I am conv inced 
th a t o u r present economic and so­ 
cial conditions w arrant a lim ita­ 
tio n of tho se to be adm itted. 
We 
shou ld find additio nal safety ln a 
law requ iring the im m ediate regis­ 
tratio n of all aliens. 
Those who 
do not w ant to be partakers of the 
A m erican spirit o u ght no t to settle 
in America. 
VETERANS 
No m ore im po rtant du ty falls on 
the 
go v ernm ent 
of 
the 
U nited 
S tates th an the adequ ate care of its 
v eterans. 
Those 
su ffering 
dis­ 
abilities incu rred in 
the 
serv ice 
m u st hav e su fficient ho spital re­ 
lief and com pensation. 
T heir de­ 
pendents m u st be su ppo rted. 
Re­ 
habilitatio n and v o catio nal training 
m u st be completed. 
All 
of 
this 
serv ice m u st he clean, 
m u st 
be 
pro m pt and effectiv e, and it m u st 
be adm inistered in a spirit of the 
bro adest and deepest hu m an sy m­ 
pathy . -If Inv estigatio n rev eals any 
present defects of adm inistratio n or 
need of legislation, o rders will he 
giv en fo r the im m ediate co rrectio n 
of adm inistratio n, and recom m en 
datio ns fo r legislatio n shou ld be 
giv en the highest preference. 
At present th ere are 9 ,500 v acant 
beds in 
go v ernm ent 
ho spitals, I 
reco m m end th at all hc:pital3 be au ­ 
tho rized ftt o re s to receiv e and care 
for, w itho u t ho spital pay , the v et­ 
erans of all w ars needing su ch care, 
w henev er th ere are 
v acant 
beds, 
and th a t im m ediate steps be taken 
to enlarge and bu ild new ho spitals 
to serv e all su ch cases. 
T he A m erican Legion will pre­ 
sent to the co ngress a legislativ e 
pro gram too extensiv e fo r detailed 
discu ssio n here. 
It is a carefu lly 
m atu red plan. 
W hile some of it I 
do no t fav or, w ith m u ch of it I am 
ln h earty accord, and I recom mend 
th a t a m ost painstaking effo rt be 
m ade to pro v ide rem edies fo r any 
defects in th e adm inistratio n of the 
present law’s which th eir experience 
has rev ealed. 
T he attitu de of the 
go v ernm ent to w ard these proposals 
shou ld be one of generosity .

COAL 
T he cost of coal has become u n­ 
bearably high. 
It places a great 
bu rden on o u r indu strial and do- 
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w heat 
area, notably 
M innesota, 
N o rth D akota, and on w est, hav e 
many cases of actu al distress. W ith 
his pro du cts no t selling on a parity 
with 
the 
pro du cts of 
indu stry , 
ev ery sou nd rem edy th a t can

dev ised shou ld be applied for the 
relief of th e farm er. He represents 
a character, a ty pe of citizenship, 
and a pu blic necessity th a t m u st 
be preserv ed and afforded

The distress is m o st acu te among 
tho se wholly dependent u pon one 
crop.

To m ake this fu lly effectiv e there 
ou ght to be railro ad consolidations. 
Cheaper fertilizers m u st be pro­ 
v ided.

O rganiza­ 
tion wou ld help to redu ce acreage. 
Sy stem s of co-operativ e m arketing 
created by th e farm ers them selv es, 
su perv ised by co m petent m anage­ 
m ent, w itho u t dou bt wou ld be of 
assistance, hu t they can no t wholly 
solv e the problem. O u r agricu ltu ral 
schools o u ght to hav e

IS Y O U R B O D Y S E T T L IN G D O W N ? 
A middle-aged chap, after considerable com­ 
ment on the part of his friends and adv ices 
from 
sou rces nearer home, decided that perbajps he was 
too heav y and wou ld attem pt to redu ce his weight 
and waist line. 
Accordingly he went abou t it 
systematically, 
and among other things attended a gymnasiu m. 
Here all his measu rem ents were taken, inclu d­ 
ing height, weight, chest and waist girths. He fou nd 
his height to be nearly three-qu arters of an Inch 
less than he had believ ed it to he, and asked to hav e 
it taken again. 
The machine again measu re it the 
three-qu arters inches less. 
After the u su al cou rse of exercises du ring the 
winter, and abstaining from starchy foods and liq­ 
u ids, he was examined again in the spring.

Yes, a stou t man, whose abdomen is protru ding,

Remember this is not actu ally

ing” the height which their’habit of life and postu re 
had lost for them. Nqw, while height is a nice pos­ 
session, that is not the reason that I am narrating 
the abov e experience. 
My real reason? 
That, if you are willing to do ju st

riage, and remain “pliable” in body for many years. 
This one thing will take you ju st two and a half 
minu tes a day. 
Simply extend hands high ov er you r head

reach down and try. to. tou ch the floor with you r fin­ 
gers, knees straight. Then bend backward as

come to erect postu re. Do this twelv e times. 
Then, keeping hands still ov er head, and knees 
straight, rock from right side ov er to left side. Do 
this also twelv e times.
